What we did deſerve, 
the poor wretches, whom our example beguiled till they met 
with the juſt rewards of their ſervices at Kenninpton-Com- = 
mon, can witneſs ; what we are diſtinguiſhed by, the reſt 
of our countrymen can teſtify: and what truth there is, of 
our conſtitution s making it impoſſible for any man to intrude 
into the royal preſence and councils, let the world judge 
from the truth of our other aſſertion that we were ever called 
into either. 1 So 


But, my good friends, we are taxed with ingratitude to- 
the ſon, as well as inſolence to the father. I do aſſure you 
one is no truer than the other. The ingratitude is on his 
fide, who would not co-operate with us in dethroning his 
father. Indeed when we ſaw that, and that he was not 
in the ſame haſte to make us Mrs, as we were to make 
him K „or as we were to be M-—rs, why, it is true, . 4 
we left him ; and as he would not accept the dignity when | 
we offered it him, we are reſolved to prevent his ever 
having it at all. And therefore whatever indignities we put 
upon him, or whatever lies we tell of him, are to be im- 
puted not to ingratitude, but to ſelf- preſervation, the prima- 
ry law of nature and favorite rule of our family, whom all 
men mention with eſteem.

maintaining the ſame rank in government, which we held

tune in meeting with another party, who will lift with us, 
after our notorious treachery to our old friends, and for our 
dexterity in ruling thoſe. to whom we acceded, not who 
came over to us. 


You will v6 be told, that I ſent a moſt illegal, unwar- 
rantable and threatning meſſage to Ailſbury, but upon my 
honour it is not true. They will tell you, that an hundred 
and fifty creditable ſubſtantial freeholders are ready to atteſt 
it but am I to be put in competition with a parcel of Ail/- 
bury-Fellows ? If any part of my life has ever been guilty of 
fal hoc, don't believe me now, but rather believe an hun- 
dred and fifty poor raſcally honeſt men, who never betray d 
their party and friends, and who have not ſpirit enough to deny 
a truth with oratorical affurance. They ſay, I threaten'd if 
they ſigned the petition, to take away the winter aſſizes, and 
quatter ſeſſions too, and appoint them where I pleaſed, Is 
it probable I would have hreaten d that, when I have ſuch 
a mule of a Mr at my diſpoſition, who will beat any load 
we lay upon him? Should I not rather have done it than 
_ threaten'd it? And if I had had a mind, why could not 1 
oblige the P——t to take away the winter, as well as the 
ſummer aſſizes? The one would not have been a more inſo- 
lent act of arbitrary power than the other, nor more repug- 
nant to all law and juſtice, and cuſtom. 


Ad now, my NET friends, for as ſuch, however they may 
tax me with ingratitude, I ſhall alwa ays own ou, and confeſs 
that I owe the preferments of my family to you; it only re- 
mains, that I recommend our common friend, the M—r, to 
your notice. Our friend the orator has ſufficiently celebrated, 
this winter, the many great and ſhining qualities of the elder 
brother, ' whom he has bedaubed as much with his coarſe 
praiſe,” as he uſed to do other M s with his invectives. 
Let it be my part to bring you acquainted with the younger, 
who, I aſſure you, is as ready and well diſpoſed to violate 
any of the laws, as you yourſelves can be in your moſt riot- 
aus hours.
